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It's  probably  best  to  say  it  right  off:  March  is  Marathon  month.  It's  the 
time  when  we  suspend  regular  broadcasting  and  get  going  with  our  combined 
non-stop  variety  show,  radio  spectacular  and  fundraise-o-rama.  This  is  the  eighth 
annual  running  of  the  Marathon  (an  idea  which  was  invented  here  at  KPFA  but 
has  now  spread  to  the  other  Pacifies  stations  as  well)  and  while  it  disrupts  our 
routine  and  your  listening  it  has  its  moments  of  greatness. 

Weary  Pacifica  folk  fall  apart  before  your  ears  and  giggle  non-stop  for 
twenty  minutes;  live  animals  have  been  known  to  appear  in  front  of  our  micro- 
phones in  an  effort  to  part  you  from  your  cash;  we  go  to  the  race  track  for  our 
own  special  brand  of  sportscast;  the  late-night  folk  are  on  in  the  morning,  the 
morning  folk  are  on  in  the  evening;  we  play  strip  marathon-wherein  announcers 
take  off  their  clothes  for  pledges.  Lots  of  it  foolish,  most  of  it  spontaneous,  all 
of  it  very  human  as  we  work  our  way  toward  the  goal. 

This  year  it's  $88,000.  That's  $27,000  less  than  last  year,  which  is  a  good 
sign  because  it  means  that  we've  come  that  much  closer  to  meeting  our  expenses 
through  the  regular  monthly  subscription  income.  (We  all  hope  that  sometime, 
some  year,  we  won't  have  a  Marathon-and  this  year  we're  a  bit  closer  to  that 
goal.) 

Now  to  basics.  What  is  a  Marathon?  It's  a  period  of  time-this  year  22  days 
-when  we  stop  regularly  scheduled  broadcasting  in  order  to  raise  money.  Dur- 
ing this  time  we  present  .a  passel  of  special  events  (live  music,  broadcasts  from 
outside  our  studios,  day-long  looks  at  important  public  questions,  variety  pro- 
grams produced  live)  interspersed  with  appeals  for  subscriptions.  We  hope  it's  a 
good  sampling  of  what  Pacifica  can  do  with  radio  and  enough  fun  so  that  people 


will  tune  in  and  subscribe. 

Why  do  we  have  one?  Because  our  regular  monthly  income  (from  new  sub- 
scriptions, renewals,  benefits  and  gifts)  doesn't  cover  our  costs.  So  we  have  to 
make  it  up  somewhere— and  Marathon  is  where. 

What  are  we  going  to  do  with  the  $88,000?  In  short,  the  money  goes  to 
pay  debts  and  build  for  the  future.  A  substantial  portion  will  go  to  pay  off  our 
current  debt  to  the  individuals  and  businesses  that  supply  us  with  everything 
from  paper  clips  to  tubes  for  the  transmitter.  Another  chunk  will  be  put  away 
against  the  summer  when  our  income  drops  because  most  of  you  are  away  on  va- 
cation. And  a  third  substantial  segment  will  finance  the  purchase  of  desperately 
needed  equipment.  And  lastly,  we'll  pay  ourselves  our  back  salaries,  which  have 
been  in  arrears  since  last  fall. 

That's  about  it.  If  you're  already  a  subscriber-and  most  people  reading 
this  are-thank  you  for  your  support  and  we  hope  you  enjoy  this  year's  Mara- 
thon specials.  They're  listed  inside.  As  you  listen,  think  if  there's  anyone  you 
know  who  might  like  a  gift  subscription  to  KPFA;  or  if  there's  somebody  who 
might  like  to  look  at  this  Folio  so  they  can  learn  more  about  us;  or  possibly  you 
might  want  to  upgrade  your  own  subscription  to  Bill-of-the-Month  Club  mem- 
bership ($5  a  month  for  a  year— about  what  it  costs  for  a  home-delivered  news- 
paper—and we  send  you  a  nifty  bill  every  30  days).  Or  maybe  send  a  subscrip- 
tion to  someone  in  prison  (call  us  up  and  we'll  arrange  it).  Ail  of  these  things 
will  help  us  toward  the  $88,000  goal.  And  thanks  in  advance. 

But  enough  of  this  chatter.  Open  the  aspirin;  brew  the  coffee;  make  the 
sandwiches;  turn  on  the  transmitter;  and  on  with  the  show!
